ToCouut the People. 
Preparations for taking the next 
census are already under way at 
W ashington, says a telegram , though 
the actual working force will not be­ 
gin to be organized until some time 
next winter. 
The force will be some­ 
what larger than in 1880. 
Then 
there were 150 supervisors for the 
whole country. 
This year there will 
be 175. 
At the last census M innesota 
was divided into three supervising 
districts; one was for the southern 
part of the state and the other two 
for the northern part, a dividing line 
being drawn between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
It is expected th at 
Minnesota will be given four supervi­ 
sors this time. 
These supervisors are 
appointed by the President and con­ 
firmed by the senate, but they will be 
made upon the recommendations of 
the senators and congressmen. There 
may in some states be a wrangle 
between the senators and congress­ 
men over these plums, the senators 
claim ing them as belonging exclu­ 
sively to themselves. 
The districts 
are apportioned by the superintendent 
in W ashington, but they are recom­ 
mended by the supervisors of the 
various districts 
As there are always 
plenty of aspirants for even such small 
offices the patronage of the census 
supervisors is considerable and will 
be quite 
im portant 
in 
the next 
campaign.

W hines for its Pap. 
Mr. M acdonald is not now, and 
never has been, register of the land 
office at St. Cloud, and hence has had 
nothing to do with the publication of 
notices. 
But there is no reasonable 
ground for complaint in this direction 
anyway, as fully nine-tenths of the 
notices published in this land district, 
since the St. Cloud land office was 
placed under its present m anagement, 
have been published in republican 
papers.—Journal. 
The Journal does not believe what 
it states when it says that C. F. Mac­ 
donald has had nothing to do with 
the publication of notices.

An Indian Outbreak Reported. 
The Globe to-day contains the fol­ 
lowing: 
Mora, Mirm , Juue 13.—An Indian 
outbreak is reported at Mille Lacs 
Lake. 
Even Michelson arrived here 
from ihe lake this afternoon and 
telegraphed Gov. M erriam for assist­ 
ance . 
In an interview with Michelson 
your reporter learned that u 8wede 
named Magnuson had been shot and 
killed and that six others were killed 
or missing. 
Ho said there was every 
aspect of a general uprising and un­ 
less aid was given at once it was 
feared that every settler argund the 
lake would be massacred. 
The In ­ 
dians have been congregating at the 
lake for a week or ten days past, and 
are holding one of their annual war 
dances. 
There has been bad blood 
existing between the Indians and 
whites for some time, owing to the 
fact that the whites are settling on 
‘heir reservation and occupying some 
if their best lands. 
The citizens of 
this place are much excited over the 
reported outbreak, and if anything 
more alarm ing is reported in the 
morning a company of home rangers 
will be organized and sent up. 
The cause of the trouble is learned 
to be the outgrow th of a dispute 
between the Indians and whites over 
i proposed canal. 
Recently a con­ 
ta c t was aw arded Foley Bros., con- 
ractors, to dig a canal from Mille 
Lacs lake to a point on the Snake 


hv r. presum ably for irrigation pur- 
K>ses. 
The Indians objected to the 
liggiug of the canal and the enroach- 
m ents o f the whites, hence the mas­ 
sacre. 
The Mille Lacs reservation, em ­ 
bracing G1,000 acres, was at the tim e 
of the last census occupied by 942 In ­ 
dians, men, women and children. 
They aie uuder the agent at W hite 
Earth, which is over a 100 miles from 
the reservation. 
W hen the Indians 
in 1855 ceded the land to the govern­ 
ment, they reserved the right to re­ 
main on it so long us tgey were in 
peace with the whites. 
The Indians 
claim that it is their reservation and 
that tfiey should not be dispossessed. 
W hite men have been crowding in 
upon them on all sides, trying to pre­ 
em pt valuable pine land, and these 
encroachments are undoubtedly in a 
m easure responsible for the outbreak, 
the Indians fearing that all their re­ 
servation will be taken. 
Tb** pine 
lands along the Rum river are parti­ 
cularly valuable.

Faeallaritle* of aa A frieaa S tate and It? 
Inhabitants. 
I am one of the very few white peo­ 
ple that hare ever visited Pondoland. 1 
have lately returned from that country, 
and possibly some of my experiences 
may be found interesting 
Pondoland 
>» a fertile district northeast of the 
Transkei, and lying due south of Natal 
It is uow under the protectorate of 0?.p<# 
Colony. 
The reasons for this new pro 
tectorate are obvious. 
In the first 
place, by establishing it, wc have com­ 
pleted the half circle of British colony 
which now extends in unbroken suo- 
cesdon between Capetown and Natal, 
thus making us virtual protectors of the 
whole seaboard and ports between those 
two point?. In the second place, we ha\ c; 
kept oot other nations—the Germans 
and the Dutch, for instance—-who have 
for some time cast a lonjHag eye upon 
th* fertile Dlains of Pondoland 
The Pondos are a rutfi nation &o far 
as eaMle is concerned, and their country 
allows them to grow mealies and con 
and tobacco in profusion without mm* 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is v« 
mountainous, and at the same linn i 
tremeiy well watered. 
The sea-Mu. 
is covered v ith brush and forest. 
Tn» 
principal trade of the country enter' 
Pondoland across the river Umtumv un • 
from Natal, or bv way of Umtata from 
King William's Town through Tembu- 
larnl. which li*» immediately southeast. 
Tue .-xoorts of Pondoland are prin • 
pally h:dc«, horn and cattle. 
The trad­ 
ers of the country have been hitherto 
rntlaws and other adventurous person* 
who have chosen to reside beyond 
British jurisdiction. 
In many csnfr- 
tbev have exercised a wise discretion. 
The Pondoruen lead very lazy live*. 
They scarcely ever do any work. The* 
leave to th** women the euiuvat on < 
the meahe garden- and the hewing • 
wood and drawing of water.

l#oys they leave the herding uf theealtu 
It is difficult to say what they do but l.< 
and thieve, and cheat, and in Mifficiemh 
formidable numbers (rendt-riug resist­ 
ance impossible) Attack a store, carr% 
off the good- of die unhappy stor 
k«*t p»*r. and murder him if he proto* i 
too vehemently at the loss of h.

Pre]*arations for taking the next 
census are already under way at 
Washington, says a telegram, though 
the actual working force will not be­ 
gin to be organized until some time 
next winter.

This year there will 
be 175. At the last census Minnesota 
was divided into three supervising 
districts; one was for the southern 
part of the state and the other two 
tor the northern part, a dividing line 
being drawn between S t Paul and 
Minneapolis. 
It is expected that 
Minnesota will be given four supervi­ 
sors this time. 
These supervisors are 
appointed by the President and con­ 
firmed by the senate, but they will be 
made upon the recommendations of 
the senators and congressmen.

Washington Jottings. 


There was a large mnut*cr of M issourians 
at one of tlie h old s 
in W asliingtou the 
other night, and the conversation turned 
upon the sub'ect of the Youngets, now rou­ 
tined in the Stillwater penitentiary. 
One ot 
the gentlemen, speaking of the proposed 
pardon and the request otcitizeus of Missouri 
for their release said: 
"1 hope M innesota 
has n governor who will not l»e influenced to 
pardon these men. 
Missouri owes Minne 
sotu a debt of gratitude lor catching and 
confining those murderers, who had created 
a reitm of terror in our state, and who had 
merely to order a man out of the state and 
he would ha ve to go or die. 
Those people 
who have asked for their pardon a r e not rep­ 
resentative citizens. 


A most remarkable story is told in con nee 
tion with John P. Scan Ian’s recent visit to 
W ashington. 
Mr. 
Scanlan 
went 
to 
W ashington l'rom Chicago and remained sev­ 
eral days, during which he made several calls 
at the W hite House, m ost of them secretly, 
and held long consultations with tl e Presi­ 
dent. 
As a Republican politician and candi­ 
date for office, bis conferences with the Presi­ 
dent did not attract especial attention and, 
although he is know as Cronin’s closest 
friend, no one connected his visit with the 
great murder sensation. 
However, a rumor 
was afloat th at Seanlan’s conference with 
the President was to ask that Patrick Egan 
be r»HjUested to im mediately return to the 
United States and explain eertain money 
transactions 
with Alexander F. Sullivan, 
and other m atters th a t have been learned 
from Cronin’s private papers.

Another frightful s m a s h - u p , with fatal re­ 
sults, occurred on the Poplar street tracks, 
just outside of tin* Union depot, at St. Louis. 
The 
iron m ountain passenger train was 
rounding tlie last curve l>efore reaehingthe 


empire in the event of a certain contm genej 
hapj>ening, which is defired in the treaty. 


A dispatch from Rome, Sunday June b 
soys: 
The statu te ol Bruno was unveiled to­ 
day with 
im posing 
ceremonies. 
Thirty 
thousand persons, including st udents and 
deputation* from various parts of 
Italy, 
marched in procession through tin* princi­ 
pal streets. 
The removal of the canvas cov­ 
ering the statu te was the signal tor deafen­ 
ing cheers. 
The ierem onies were witnessed 
by the syndic of Rome, the governm ent ofli 
cials and a large nuinl*er of senators and 
deputies. 
Deputy Bovie, in an oration, eu­ 
logized the m artyr and declared that to-day 
there was born a new teligiou ol free thought 
and liberty of conscience, which would be 
worse for the papacy than the loss of tem po­ 
ral power.

jury and to make further developm ents,” 
which besides being a radical change is also 
very pecaliur English.

w-as m ade to see the coroner’s record book. 
Dr Mosse was found ut hta office, but de­ 
clined to show it then, pleading that there 
w as not tim e, as he was com pelled to leave 
at once to testify before the g rin d jury.

Crow Dog. who killed the m ost progressive 
Indian in the nation—Spotted Tati. 
There

Strike to the bill were explained aw’sy by 
Maj Warner in a very eloquent 
speech, 
couched iri plainest terms.

WHY THEY LINGER. 
The Indians have been given sixty head 
of beef cattle since the com m ission cam e 
here one week since.

Pending the negotiation of such sn agree­ 
ment, the United Htatos has no choice but to 
assert its rights to jurisdiction over Behring

They were also hastened to lake 
this step by the desire to bp present ut the 
m eeting of the hospital trustees at the gov­ 
ernors office, and announced tho Intention 
of laj’ing all the facts of Justice Benjam in’s 
illegal proceedings before Gov. Merriam. 
Comb8took with him the original complaint, 
drawn by an attorney here, and w’hich he 
desired to make before Benjamin. 
The fact 
that Bower# abo left this morning for the 
capita , aud the warrant, if issued,would not 
ba served before hi# return, was the only rea­ 


son for im pelling Combs not to make another 
attem pt to force Benjamin to receive hts 
complaint. 
He will now’ await the action of 
the grand jury, and if they fail to indict 
Bowers a# an accessory he say# he will sw ear 
out the com plaint against him, and cause hie 
arrest on that charge.

Gov. Merriam was represented as saying that 
the attendants at hospital# are hired by the 
board of trustee# and not by the superin­ 
tendent.

An IsternAtional Agreement tho only lasting 
Cure for the Present Dilemma. 
Washington, June 9 .—The only effective 
and iastingcure for the Behring sea dilemma 
is an International agreement for the protec­ 
tion of the seal fishcriea 
Every commercial 
nation in the world is as ranch interested as 
the United States in the preservation of these 
nurseries of the fur-bearing seal, and the an­ 
swers received to Mr. Bayard's invitations to 
a conference on the subject, sent out some 
tw’o years ago, revealed a general intelligent 
comprehension of it. 
The suggestion was 
hospitably received by all the maritime na­ 
tions interested in tho seal trade, including 
Great Britain, Russia aud Japan. 
Groat 
Britain withdrew her approval later, upon 
the protest of the dominion governm ent, in­ 
spired by a tender regard for the interests of 
the seal pirates of British Columbia ami Nova 
Scotia. Ho the conference came ti* nothing. 
Mr. Bayard’s diplomacy generally came ta 
nothing. 
However cleverly conceived, it 


was apt to be feebly executed. 
His enemb t 
nay 
be lacked that combination of ti ct 
and vigor which makes the #u-:cS8*ful diplo­ 
m at 
His friends say a hoHtile-senate par­ 
alyzed his energies and defeated hi# plans. 
He was a practical failure anyway. Never­ 
theless, hi* successor may achieve brilliant 
success by follow ing precisely the line# of 
some of bis abortive diplom atic enterprises 
with more force aud persistencef hun was in 
Mr. Bayard and with the efficient co-opera- 
tton of a friendly senate. 
The Behring sea 
difficulty is a case in point 
Mr. Blaine bas 
tho opportunity to succeed where Bayard 
failed, and to bring about an international 
agreem ent, to which the United States and 
Great Britain shall be the principal parties, 
to protect the Alaskan seal fisheries from ex ­ 
tinction, in the interest of the whole com­ 
mercial world. 
Tho only pat tie - adverse to 
such an agreem ent are the Canadian seal 
pirates, who, if allowed to continue their 
depredations for a few years, would destroy 
the fisheriea 
The dominion government 
ha* made the cause of these pirates its own, 
but it is hardly likely tnat the imperial gov­ 
ernm ent will take the same short-sighted 
view of the cane. 
Bending the negotiation of such an agree­ 
ment, the United Htates ha* no choice but to 
assert its rights to jurisdiction over Behring

Two Men are Killed in a Montana Town by Cold- 
Blooded Bobbers. 
H elen a . M oul, Special Ten pram, Juue 5. — 
The greatest tragedy of the year oceurre i to­ 
day at S.Ivor, a stat on on the Montana Cen­ 
tral raiiroad about seventeen m iles north of 
Helena. 
The station on the Montana Cen­ 
tral, called Silver, is near the o il tow n and 
is the junction of the M arvsv.lle railroad and 
the sing’s line to Jay Gould, Empire aud 
other m ining camps. 
About this tim e t ie 
m onthly shipm ent o f bullion from tne J.-ty 
Gould m ine is made, aud 
the 
treasure, 
am ounting to several thousand dollars, usu­ 
ally rem ains over night at Silver Junction. 
Yesterday tw o strange men, Finlander* ap­ 
parently, and brothers, hung around H lver 
Junction all day, one of them armed w ith a 
W inchester rifle.

qu isitive, and put in m uch tim e asking 
questions about the railroad office as to 
when the bullion shipm ents were received, 
how much m oney the railroad agent ha id ed, 
etc. 
The station agent, F. C. Jobst, either

night near by. aud this m orning at 7 o’clock 
broke into the station.

to the room where Jobst s ept, and, w ithout 
a warning of any kind, one of them

with a W inchester rifle while he was in bed.

The miHgovernuient of our great 
cities ie due largely to the facts that 
a comparatively small part of their 
inhabitants are native to them, that 
a great portion of their inhabitants 
are but temporary residents in them, 
and that of their permanent resi­ 
dents tl*o greater part have in the 
course of a lifetime changed their 
abodes. The sense in tl»e individual 
of responsibility lor the good of the 
community is weakened bv the con­ 
stant shifting and alteration of its 
members. 
A man naturally takes less interest 
in the affairs that concern the wel­ 
fare of comparative strangers than 
in those which afteet his friends, and 
naturally cares less for the welfare of 
a community of which he is a mere 
transient member than of one to 
which he is bound for life and with 
whose past and future he is united 
by indissoluble ties. New York is a 
« itv of strangers to each other, with­ 
out common traditions or control­ 
ling common interests. So vast an 
aggregation of men with so few of the 
elements or a true community has 
never before been seen. 
In such a city the social sentiment 
is feeble, aud its part is largely taken 
by the mere sense of the necessity of 
maintaining the institutions requis­ 
ite for the defense of material inter­ 
ests. Civic pride, one of the m ost 
powerful motives in the history of 
the progress of civilization, has lost 
its 
force 
among
